This fruit is growing in favor. The introduction of hardy varieties of good 
quality has had much to do with the increased interest in this. The early varieties 
begin to ripen as the Strawberry is just going out, and the later varieties carry the 
time up to the ripening of the Blackberry. By planting several varieties there 
need be no day that the table cannot be supplied with delicious fruit. There is no 
other fruit so desirable for canning as the raspberry, as it retains its flavor to a 
greater degree.

HANSELL,—The earliest of all Raspberries, and unsurpassed in other respects. 
This is entirely new to the public at large, being now first introduced, although it 
is not an untried novelty, sent out without testing, for it has been fruited for market 
on an extended scale for several years on the grounds of the originator, the late J- 
S. Hansell, of Burlington Co., New Jersey. It has been examined critically by 
many of the leading fruit-growers of the country, and the verdict has been unan- 
imous, that it is not only the earliest of all Raspberries of any kind and color, but 
possesses all other qualities desirable in a raspberry to a remarkable degree. Om 
the grounds of the originator it was ripe in 1880 on the 4th of June, in 188i on the 
1ith of June; in 1882, all know the season was two weeks later than usual, then it 
was ripe June 20th; every year full ten days before the Brandywine growing be- 
side it.

The above description I have condensed from the circulars of the disseminator, 
and from all I can learn of the Hansell, from testimony of prominent horticulturists, 
Tam glad to have the opportunity of offering it to my friends:

E. R. VANSCHIVER: Its shipping qualities are first-class. It appears to be a dry berry; I have 
shipped it 400 miles from here and made money on it. 

GEORGES. BARNHART: I have traveled pretty extensively and have seen a great many raspber- - 
ries. I have been watching this berry for two or three years past. I have never seen any berry that 
seems to combine so many good qu ilities as this Hansell berry. 

Mr. CHARLES R. STEARNE: I have been among berries a good many years. With the good qual—’ 
ities this berry possesses, color and flavor, I think it a very valuable berry. I think under different 
culture on different land on a warm locality it would be a week earlier than this. Taking all things 
into consideration, for money—and that is what everybody 1s after—it is the best berry at the present 
time.

in different stages of ripeness, and 17 green berries of different sizes. It remains a 
long time on the canes after turning red without decaying; the quality is first-class, 
color a brilliant dark scarlet. Many of the fruit-growers that have seen it growing 
ona variety of soils, speak of it in the highest terms. 

LOST RUBIES.—Still another new red variety of very vigorous growth, from 
western New York; ‘‘ fruit very large and productive, of a bright rich color, quite 
acid, yet of good flavor, very firm, giving promise of being a valuable market berry;

SOUHEGAN.—A new black cap variety from New Hampshire, and the very 
earliest, ripening a week or ten days before the Doolittle, coming in with the late 
strawberries; it is perfectly hardy, having stood the coldest winters in New Hamp. 
shire without protection; growth vigorous, canes branching freely, and more pro- 
ductive than any variety known. Color jet black without bloom; very best in 
quality. The berries remain a long time after ripening without dropping or 
becoming soft. I condense the.above description from what is said of it by such 
noted horticulturists as Charles Downing, E. Williams, Chas. A. Green, J. §. 
Collins, G. H. and J. H. Hale, J.T. Lovett, F. M. Hexamer, W. M. Nash, in Rural 
New Yorker; Prof. 8. T. Maynard, Amherst College, and many others. 

HOPKINS,—A new black-cup from Missouri, endorsed by the Missouri Horti- 
cultural Society, as being ‘“‘the best of all black-cap raspberries that have ap- 
peared in the State; superior to the famous Gregg, being harder, fruit more juicy, 
and of far better quality, and as early as the Doolittle.” 

TYLER.—Is another new black-cap from New York, that is an aspirant for 
public favor, said to be ‘‘of the best quality, very early, a strong grower and 
productive.” 

BRINKLE’S ORANGE, —Is the standard of excellence in the raspberry family so far 
as quality goes, but needs protection in winter, as the canes are tender, but we now 
have a seedling from it, CAROLINE, that is hardy, the fruit of very nearly as good 
quality; a strong grower; very productive of beautiful berries; too good and soft 
to ship far; large size, light yellow or buff color, melting and luscious; no ama- 
teur’s collection is complete without it. 

SHAFFER’S COLOSSAL.—A cap variety from Monroe county, New York, where 
it has been subjected to the severest tests for several years, and has proved to be 
perfectly hardy and wonderfully productive of the largest raspberries known; quite 
firm, color dark purplish red, flavor sprightly sub-acid, season late, ripening with 
Gregg, and holding out till early blackberries come; the canes are truly colossal, 
growing, if not cut back, 10 feet or more high, and very large; it appears to adapt 
itself to all kinds of soil, and bids fair to supersede all other red-cap varieties; 
especially valuable for canning. 

EARLY WELSH.—Nevw, very early, bright red variety; it was said to be ‘‘several 
days earlier than any other” until the coming of the Hansell; berries fair size and 
firm, canes vigorous, hardy and productive. 

GREGG.—No variety was ever as widely disseminated and became as popular 
in so short a time as this; ripens late, and no variety sells better in market; berries 
of the largest size, often measuring one inch across; color purplish black, with a 
heavy Jloom, quality very good, fruit very firm, can be shipped a long distance and 
still look fresh; canes very large and stout, needing no support. 

CUTHBERT, QUEEN UF THE MARKET, CONOVER.—Call it whichever you please; 
there is no doubt they are all one variety. This is a very hardy, strong grower. 
From reports it seems to adapt itself to a large extent of country; the fruit is very 
large, bright red, one of the best in quality, productive; continuing a long time in 
bearing; should be planted everywhere and by everybody. 

RELIANCE.—One of the very best red varieties, with large, strong canes and 
healthy foliage, perfectly hardy, fruit large, rich red color, firm, rather acid, but of 
a very delicious flavor, very productive, profitable for market, and good enough to 
eat at home; meets with favor everywhere. After five years’ fruiting, I heartily 
recommend it. 

THWACK.—A cross between the Herstine and Brandywine I have fruited it 
several years, and it has been my best market red variety. It is possible that some 
of the newer kinds may supersede it. Quality good, not best; fruit very fine, 
large, bright red, will ship any distance; perfectly hardy, productive and profitable. 
Far better than the Brandywine. I have good reasons for believing that it is being 
sold by some parties for the Brandywine.

The past season was the best for the growth and maturing of the blackberry 
we have had for many years; the preceding winter so mild that the tenderest varie- 
ties were not injured in the least, and the summer rather wet, so that everything in 
the shape of blackberry cane had fruit on. This gave me a good opportunity to 
compare the hardy kinds with those that are killed by sévere winters. After care- 
ful comparison several times during the fruiting season as regards quality, pro- 
ductiveness and time of ripening, aided by the opinions of several horticulturists 
who visited my grounds, and those who saw and tasted my fruit at the Union 
Meeting of the Horticultural Societies of Summit and Portage Counties, and with 
the test as to hardiness given them in the severe winter of 1880-81, I am enabled to 
give a fair description of the fourteen varieties that I fruited* the past season. 


STONE’S HARDY. — The very hardiest of all “ron clad;” fruit medium to 
quite large, very black, juicy, melting, no hard core. I think the sweetest of any, 
good flavor. Canes rather short, but stout and dark red when matured; very pro- 
ductive. Compared with the Snyder as to hardiness, quality and size, it is far su- 
perior and fully as productive In Wisconsin, where it has been grown since 1874, 
it has stood the coldest winters without material injury to the canes, while the Sny- 
der has been killed to the ground several times. My stock came direct from Mr. 
Stone, the disseminator, so that my friends can be assured that itis genuine. If I 
were to plant extensively for market, I should plant a good share of Stone’s Hardy.
